ballots in favor of having their 
representative take a proactive 
role in decriminalizing pot use, 
but L’Italien is taking a personal 
stance against the vote. 

“T feel that sends a real mixed 
message (to children). I don’t 
see myself sponsoring any legis- 
lation,” said L’Italien this week, 
renewing her campaign stance. 

L’ Italien said she wasn’t 
against medicinal marijuana 
use, but decriminalizing casual 
pot use wasn’t something she 
would play a role in. 

L’Italien has been meeting 
with future coworkers, con- 
stituents and businesses and 
preparing for legislative duty. 

She met with Sen. Sue Tuck- 
er, fellow Andover representa- 
tive Barry Finegold and Town 
Manager Buzz Stapczynski this 
week to discuss Andover’s state 
legislative goals. 

One topic of discussion was 
opening up the public bidding 
law for public building projects. 
The current law forces towns to 
choose the lowest bidder. L’Ital- 
ien says that Andover’s legisla- 
tors favor allowing towns to 
choose from the three lowest 
bidders.

Dog fees, for which Hanson currently 
charges $8, bring in almost $18,000 a year.

Who knows what you’re reading at library? 


New act makes it easier for FBI to secretly gather readin

Ben Carter, a college stu- 
dent and self-described com- 
puter hacker, uses Memorial 
Hall Library’s computers for 
his antics. 

“IT do a lot of what most 
people might consider ques- 
tionable,” admits the Andover 
resident. “But (I’m) really just 
a computer fanatic.” 

So Carter is concerned 
about the USA Patriot Act, 
which makes it easier for the 
Federal Bureau of Investiga- 
tion to secretly learn what 


books people are reading and 
what Web sites they are visit- 
ing at public libraries. 

The act, established by 
Congress last year following 
the attacks of September 11, is 
intended to help the FBI inves- 
tigate terrorist activity. With it, 
the FBI can more easily attain 
a warrant to walk into any pub- 
lic library and demand records 
revealing what books and Web 
sites people are using. The 
Patriot Act overrides state laws 
that protect the privacy of 
those records. 


For many, holiday 


While some declare this 
power is necessary in the post- 
September 11 world, others 
say it is unconstitutional. 

“It’s a violation of privacy,” 
says Carter, who says many of 
his friends belong to hacker 
organizations, and such a law 
is prejudiced against them. 
“We're just as concerned about 
terrorism as everyone else.” 

If the FBI is going to inves- 
tigate a library, it has a good 
reason — and a legal one - to do 
so, says Jay Grant, a special

Stapinski reassured residents Monday 
night that the design calls for one-story 
buildings, and that the peaks that rise four 
feet higher than the rest of the building 
are for aesthetics only. He could not 
answer residents’ questions regarding the 
facility’s lighting and traffic 

Creative Living will not break ground 
until next fall, and the project is sched- 
uled for completion by fall of 2004, says 
Stapinski. The new building will not be 
occupied until the new sewer line 1s 
installed, which is also scheduled for 
2004. Installing a temporary septic sys 
tem or holding tank would be a waste ol 
money, Stapinski adds 

Phose issues were to be discussed by 
the Planning Board Tuesday night. Resi-

The board expects to vote on the pro- 
ject in December.

Sidewalk supporters try 


Ps 
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Some residents want more money poured into improving sidewalks, 


despite the budget deficit facing the town.

Residents want what town officials 
say they can't have — sidewalks. 

For the first time ever, selectmen 
asked residents to participate in this 
year’s discussion regarding the Capi- 
tal Improvement Plan, a five-year 
plan for capital projects. The few res- 
idents who have spoken up are asking 
for the very thing selectmen have tried 
to put off 

“Some of our sidewalks are 40 
years old,” says resident Cliff Markell. 
“At the rate we're going, we'll have 
sidewalks over 100 years old before 


they’re ever touched. | think that’s a 
shame.” 

Paul Brillaud, a spokesman for St. 
Augustine School, asked selectmen to 
put money into repairing the side- 
walks in front of the school’s entrance 
at the corner of Chestnut and Central 
streets. 

“Right now the sidewalk is in con- 
siderable disrepair,’ he says. “Part of 
the sidewalk is cracking. Right now it 
is an unsafe situation.” 

Town officials have tried to be sen- 
sitive to residents’ ongoing demand 
for sidewalks. The town developed a 
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sidewalk master plan with target dates 
for the many neighborhoods that want 
sidewalks built. The town has also 
poured money into maintaining exist- 
ing sidewalks for the last several 
years. 

But in light of a tough budget year, 
both on the local and state levels, side- 
walks are among the lowest of priori- 
ties, selectmen say. The town may be 
facing layoffs, cuts in service and 
another attempt at an override of 
Proposition 24 next year to make up a 
possible $4-million budget gap. 

“It’s not that we don’t want to do 
sidewalks, but it’s going to be tight,” 
says Selectman Brian Major. 

Major was the driving force behind 
the plan to eliminate $376,000 worth 
of sidewalk construction that was 
approved at April Town Meeting, con- 
tingent on Andover receiving enough 
state aid to balance its budget. When 
that didn’t happen, selectmen voted to 
reverse the vote and cancel the pro- 


ject. 


Buzz Stapezynski, town manager, 
has backed the selectmen by omitting 
sidewalks from this year’s CIP com- 
pletely. In fact, the CIP requests for 
next year total $8.8 million — the 
smallest spending plan in the CIP’s 
12-year history. 

“We know there is an ongoing 
maintenance need,” says Selectmen 
Chairman Ray Hender. “We know 
there is construction that’s been 
planned. Yet, there are times when the 
cash isn’t available to do those things, 
and we're facing that now.” 

Selectmen will continue to wel- 
come resident input until they vote on 
the plan on Monday, Dec. 9. 

Hender says he hasn’t decid- 
| ed whether to stave off sidewalk 
work for another year. “It’s one 
of those things that keeps you 
awake at night,” he says. 

At the very least, sidewalks 
probably rank higher on select- 
| men’s priority list than repairkg 
the gazebo at the Park - a 
request also submitted by 
Markell. 

“That was kind of out of left 
field,” says Hender.

Another topic L’Italien, 
Tucker, Finegold and Stapezyn- 
ski discussed was allowing 
Andover the option of passing 
the early-retirement incentive. 
This year, selectmen voted 
against the measure that would 
have allowed 151 town employ- 
ees to retire by Dec. 31, but they 
wrote a letter to the state legisla- 
ture requesting to leave the 
option open for next year when 
town employees could face lay- 
offs. 

L’Italien met with House 
Speaker Tom Finneran last Fri- 
| day to request her committee 
assignment. Finneran vetoed 
two of L’Italien’s three declared 
| choices, committees on educa- 
tion and arts, and health care 
because he reserves those com- 
mittees for more experienced 
members. L’Italien could get her 
| third choice, a committee on 
human services and the elderly. 

L’Italien also attended a 
meeting at Wyeth that focused 
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on building a new exit ramp 
from Interstate 93. Supporters 
say a new ramp would relieve 
traffic congestion in Ballardvale.

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| Plastic surgeon looks to slip iron bars with appeal 


Andover resident James Kartell — who shot his estranged wife’s lover at his hospital — looking for new trial

Is the thought of a father cut 
ting a braid of hair off his 8-year- 
old daughter’s head enough to 
instill fear in another man? 

The Boston lawyer trying to 
win a new trial for James P. 
Kartell thinks it is — and believes 
it also contributed to the 
Andover plastic surgeon’s state 
of mind on the night he killed his 
estranged wife’s lover in her 
Holy Family Hospital room in 
February 1999. 

Michael J. Traft said the 
Salem Superior Court jury that 
convicted Kartell of manslaugh- 
ter two years ago should have 
been allowed to hear testimony 
about victim Janos Vajda’s pun- 
ishment of his daughter for fail- 
ing to finish her homework. 

“He (Kartell) said that infor- 
mation had caused him to be 
afraid of the victim,” Traft 
argued yesterday during a hear- 
ing before the state’s Court of 
Appeals. 

“The whole question is 
whether he’s reasonably in fear,” 
he said. 

Judge Isaac Borenstein 
wouldn’t allow that and other 
testimony by the victim’s ex- 


wife during Kartell’s 
trial. Traft cited that as 
one of the major errors 
by the judge during 
yesterday’s hearing. 
The three-judge panel 
is not expected to 
make a decision on the 
appeal for several 
months. 

Kartell’s lawyer 
also questioned 
whether the judge gave 
proper instruction to 
the jury about the rele- 
vance of the second 
gunshot that Kartell 
fired into Vajda — the 
one that hit him in the 
back of the head. 

The defense argued 
it was irrelevant 
because Kartell had 
already fired the first 
shot — causing a fatal 
wound in Vajda’s 
stomach — in self- 
defense. 

But the jury deter- 
mined the second shot was 
excessive. 

Other issues that are part of 
Kartell’s appeal include the 
admission of evidence of a hos-

agent at the Boston FBI office. 

“You're going in with a war- 
rant,” he says. “You’re carrying 
out the orders of the court.” 

But the Patriot Act does not 
require the agent to demonstrate 
“probable cause” to get a war- 
rant, according to the American 
Libraries Association Web site. 
Instead, the agent needs only to 
claim that the records may be 
related to an ongoing investiga- 
tion related to terrorism or intel- 
ligence activities. 

In fact, it is possible that the 
FBI has already visited 
Andover’s own Memorial Hall 
Library. But don’t look to Direc- 
tor Jim Sutton for an answer 

“T can tell you honestly that 
they have not, but — the problem 
is, you wouldn’t know,” he says. 

The act forbids librarians 
from telling anyone about FBI 
visits under penalty of law. Nor 
can a librarian tell a patron that 
his or her records were given to 
the FBI. That concerns Sutton, 
who proudly upholds the Com- 
monwealth’s laws that have 
until now — protected those 
records and patrons. 

“People have a right to some 
confidentiality,” says Sutton. 
“We have freedom of speech in 
this country, and it does seem as 
though this (act) infringes on 
freedom of speech.”

society, but that society expects 
to be protected from people 
doing bad things.” 

He says those expectations 
make it OK for police to check 
on the public in other ways — 
such as investigating hotel 
records. 

“We can’t go banging on the 
(guest's) door without probable 
cause, but the records (of who is 
staying in what room) are differ- 
ent,” he says. 

Police also have the right to 
search a motor vehicle without a 
warrant. Police always have 
been able to review a person's 
library records with a proper 
warrant, Pattullo adds. 

Grant says the Boston FBI 
office has not yet used the act to 
investigate Massachusetts 
libraries. But that does not mean 
it will not. “You'd be looking for 
someone predisposed (to terror- 
ism),” he says, “who was 
researching a particular topic.” 

That idea disturbs Andover 
resident Mike Bourbeau. “I 
think that personal freedom has 
eroded to the point that it’s 
ridiculous,” he says. “You really 
have no privacy any more.” 

But Pattullo and the FBI 
believe it is better to be safe than 
sorry. “You never know. Every- 
body assumes that Andover is a 
quaint, secure community, and 
for the most part, it is,” says Pat- 
tullo. “But who would have 
thought that Oklahoma City 
would have one of the largest 
terrorist attacks to hit the 
nation?” 


Boston Vix,

is no issue of violence.” he said 

Traft argued it was relevant 
because it was evidence about 
the victim’s past conflicts with 
his family members and related 
to Kartell’s state of mind at the 
time of the shooting. Massing 
acknowledged Kartell “largely 
won the credibility contest” on 
all other issues, except on the 
matter of the second shot. 

“The second shot was to the 
back of the head,” Massing said 
“He could not contradict that 
evidence." 

The medical examiner ruled 
Vadja died of gunshot wounds to 
the stomach and back of the 
head, both of them fatal wounds 

“When the first shot is a justi- 
fied shot and that shot is fatal, 
then it really doesn’t matter 
whether somebody fires a sec- 
ond shot,” Traft said. 

Massing disagreed, noting the 
victim remained alive, with a 


heartbeat, for half an hour .““He 
(Kartell) was shooting a man 
who was alive,” 


Massing said.

The prosecutor reminded the 
judges that Kartell was initially 
indicted on first-degree murder 
charges and that “there was evi- 
dence to prove it.” 

“He’s expressed hatred; he’s 
expressed a desire to see the vic- 
tim dead,” Massing said. 

Voluntary manslaughter is a 
killing done in self-defense but 
with excessive force, or in the 
heat of passion after being pro- 
voked 

Kartell and Vajda had both 
gone to Holy Family Hospital to 
visit Kartell’s estranged wife, 
psychotherapist Suzan Kamm, 
who was recovering from pneu- 
monia. A fight broke out after 
Kartell ordered Vajda to leave 
and threw Vajda’s coat out of the 
room. During the struggle, 
Kartell pulled out a .38 caliber 
Smith and Wesson revolver and 
fired two bullets into Vayda 

Kamm refused to testify in 
the trial, invoking her spousal 
privilege. But she had already 
filed for divorce before the end 
of the trial

Andover fifth-graders have made 

overnight field trips to environ- 
mental camps in the great outdoors. 
This year was no different, with stu- 
dents mucking around outside and 
studying nature — with the idea that 
they might also learn more about 
themselves and each other. 

Bancroft fifth-graders went in Octo- 
ber, and Sanborn and West will send 
students to camps in February and 
April this year. This month students 
from South Elementary and High Plain 
Elementary made the trip to the camp 
Stone Environmental, located in East 
Madison, N.H., near Conway. 

Students have three outdoor lessons 
per day, rain or shine. They study for- 
est and wetlands ecology and have a 
night-sky watch. Counselors also have 
the kids do group dynamics exercises 
called things such as “the human knot” 
and “circle sit.’ Both exercises require 
the students to work together in a 
hands-on manner. “It shows them how 
they need everybody,” Stone coordi- 
nator Rachel Strattard said. 

The 11 South students and 15 par- 
ents spoken to or interviewed for this 
story reported that students had a great 
and rewarding experience at the camp 
(see the accompanying story). 

Students are separated from their 
teachers for many of the lessons, 
allowing the counselors to take charge 
of the experience, said Stone Program 
Director John Brink. “Their (the teach- 
ers’) role is minimal. It brings to light 
how kids function out of the class- 
room,” said Brink. He said that kids 
about whom the teachers warn the 
counselors often excel at the camp 
because of the different opportunities. 

Brink said that the camp has kept 
up with parents’ and schools’ security 
concerns. “We live in a different world 
with Amber alerts and terrorist warn- 
ings,” said Brink. All of Stone’s coun-

selors are subjected to background 
checks using Massachusetts Criminal 
Offender Registry Information (CORI 
checks). Brink said the camp’s loca- 
tion makes it safer than most of the 
communities the students come from. 

West Elementary principal Charlie 
Friel says that the counselors tend to be 
60s throwbacks with longer hair, 
raggedy jeans and headbands. Many 
are fresh out of college.

that it is a good opportunity for the stu- 
dents to be exposed to people who have 
different backgrounds. “It’s a very con- 
trolled environment,” said Friel. 

Protecting the environment is a cen- 
tral message students learn at the 
camp. “I’m putting my future in their 
hands. We can’t live like we used to,” 
said Stone instructor Dean Rifanburg. 
After the first meal at Stone, the coun- 
selors show students how much food 
they wasted by taking larger portions 
than they could eat. The rest of the 
week, there’s a contest to see how 
close the students can get to cleaning 
their plates. “We try to get to zero 
waste,” said Rifanburg. 

Rifanburg has degrees in outdoor 
education and environmental science 
and is working on an advanced degree 
in environmental science. Not all of 
the staff comes in with multiple 
degrees, but South teacher Frank 
Rapisardi says that in recent years 
Stone has hired more counselors with 
science backgrounds. 

Andover educators were directly 
involved in the creation of the camp 
and helped create the camp’s curricu- 
lum and framework. Former West Ele- 
mentary teacher Charlie Donovan was 
one of the first teachers to bring stu- 
dents to the camp and sat on the 
camp’s board. Current teachers Art 
and Kathy Iworsley, and Friel were 
also on the camp’s board at one time. 

“I can’t say enough about the pro- 
gram,” said Friel. “It shows the kids in 
a completely nonacademic environ- 
ment,” he said. Teamwork and the 
opportunity for leadership as well as 
the physical aspect of the experience 


provide opportunities for kids to shine 
in a different way, say supporters. 

Rapisardi has been taking students 
to the camp since the mid-1970s. 
Rapisardi said the program connects 
with and expands upon the school’s 
science program, but that the experi- 
ence at Stone itself contributes to 
broader learning — and even helps with 
MCAS. “Their curriculum lends itself 
perfectly to (MCAS") open-response 
questions. It really lends itself to high- 
thinking skills, to critical-thinking 
skills,” he said. 

The program was started in 1958 in 
Peterborough, Mass. by Wally Stone 
and currently has four sites. The East 
Madison, N.H. site is an off-season ski 
resort and the school’s newest location. 
“The students live in almost hotel-like 
accommodations,” said Brink.

Music program succeeds

This year the first candle of the eight- 
day festival of Hanukkah will be lit Friday 
evening, Nov. 29, the day after Thanksgiv- 
ing. There are those who are disturbed by 
Hanukkah’s early appearance; after all, it is 
awkward when Christmas and Hanukkah 
don’t fall close together. The more generic 
“happy holidays” tends to ring hollow 
when Hanukkah has long since ended, 
(though no one would ever be offended by 
good wishes and we do all share the New 
Year’s celebration on Jan. 1). 

Ironically, Hanukkah and Thanksgiving 
have far more in common than do Christ- 
mas and Hanukkah. Hanukkah is a 2,000- 
year-old celebration of a people’s victory 
over an oppressive regime which sought to 
deny their right to worship as they saw fit.

going to be married! Our beloved Miss 
Campbell loved another! We were bereft; it 
took us the rest of the school year to get 
used to the idea. This was the year I learned 
to read without moving my lips, and it rep- 
resented a watershed in my reading life; 
from then on I read everything with print on 
it, including cereal boxes at breakfast. 

Fourth and fifth grades were both taught 
by Miss Vera Thurston; I can’t recall who 
taught sixth grade, but it might have been 
Ann Harnedy, a handsome Irish girl with 
blue eyes and impossibly black hair, who 
was also the school principal. With her 
trusty ruler, she kept the more obstreperous 
boys under control both in school and on the 
playground where we ate lunch, played 
squash, jumped rope and bounced balls 
against the wall. On rainy days we ate inside 
at our desks. There was no lunch room. We 
brought sandwiches — I seem to remember 
being partial to peanut butter and Marsh- 
mallow Fluff — bananas or apples or cook- 
ies. Some days we walked home for lunch, a 
two-mile hike by the time we got back. 

We had a clever music teacher, Miss 
Sweeney, who planned musical perfor- 
mances several times a year in which all stu- 
dents took part, even if they had a tin ear. 
Parents dutifully attended these event and 
applauded, which was music to our ears. 

[ recall one group of second-graders — of 
whom I was one — who had rehearsed a tune 
called “Shine, little glow-worm -- glimmer, 
glimmer.”

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We each had a flashlight and were to turn 
it off and on while we sang on stage. Mr. 
Todd, the custodian, had somehow created a 
large lighted moon which hung in the sky 
above us. We sang the song through once, 
and were supposed to sing it through a sec- 
ond time. I began — but when I looked 
around, I was the only one on the stage! 
Everyone else had filed out. I stopped 
singing and ran off the stage, to the accom- 
paniment of gales of laughter. | was morti- 
fied! 

There were many other teachers during 
my school life in Andover, and how I wish I 
had expressed my thanks to them. One in 
particular, whose face I recall clearly, but 
whose name | have forgotten, said to me 
once, “Elinor, I think you may become a 
writer.” 

This after she had sat in the classroom 
with me long after the other kids had gone 
home. “Are you almost through, Elinor?” 
she said every half hour. “Almost,” I would 
answer. Finally I finished at about 5 p.m. 

She stayed above and beyond the call of 
duty, but she didn’t want to discourage me. 

I did not become a writer, life having 
intervened as it so often does; but here I am 
at the age of 80, scribbling away as if my 
life depended upon it. I have to type with 
my thumbs because of arthritis, but I have 
finally “found myself.” It’s ridiculous!

Park ranger teaches West Middle School students unique instrument 


By Ben Hellman 

When West Middle School 
woodworking teacher John 
Fawcett wanted his students to 
learn about dulcimers, he called 
in the rangers — at least he 
called in Alex Demas, a Lowell 
National Historical Park 
Ranger. 

Those more familiar with 
park rangers talking about 
nature might be surprised to see 
Demas, banjo in hand, ranger 
hat on head, singing and telling 
stories about the Industrial Rev-

olution, but in Lowell, the mills 
are Demas’ park. Lowell’s resi- 
dent ranger musician and music 
historian visited West Middle 


| last week to give students a dul- 


cet demonstration. 
Fawcett’s class will make 
their own dulcimers this year in 


| woodworking. The dulcimer is 
| a stringed instrument that sits 


on the player’s lap and is played 
with a guitar pick. “It’s tradi- 
tionally a goose quill, but their 
aren’t too many of those in 
Lowell,” said Demas. When the 
students switch over to music 
later in the year, music teacher 


| Adrienne Caselle will teach the 


students to play the dulcimer. 

It is a project that will inte- 
grate music, history and indus- 
trial arts and Demas is a good 
launching point for the project. 
Demas plays a variety of 
stringed instruments, from 
banjo to fiddle. He showed the 
students how the dulcimer 
sounds and how it is played. He 
suggested kits for Fawcett to 
buy with the materials students 
would need to make the instru- 
ments. He was also able to play 
the instrument and give students 
a history lesson. 

The dulcimer originated in 
Germany and made its way to

Protesting at the ballot box 


The Committee to Write-in Randall Forsberg for US Senate, a 
write-in effort to protest Sen. John Kerry’s vote giving Bush the 
authority to launch a unilateral war in Iraq, received an estimated 
25,000 votes on Nov. 6, and little support in Andover. 

Hundreds of volunteers, angry with Kerry’s vote for war, mate- 
rialized to work for Forsberg after learning about the write-in 
protest by e-mail or word of mouth, says her campaign. 

Randall Forsberg commented that “Because we had very little 
statewide media coverage, we had to rely on volunteers at polling

Sanborn community showers seniors with gifts of food, good cheer

Barbara Chabala got a pre- 
sent last week.

Chabala has lived in senior 
housing for 15 years and said 
she has had such a visit for three 
years. 

“I always remember them 
because they’re such lovely chily 
dren,” she said. 

Chabala is one of 250 seniors 
to receive visits from Sanborn 
fifth-graders last week as part of 
their Harvest Festival, now in its 
24th year. Chabala is blind in 
one eye and has only partial 
sight in the other, so she doesn’t 
get out as much as she used to 
and the visit was a welcome 
one.

In preparation for the upcoming holiday mailing sea- 
son. Donna DiBella Gill, manager of consumer affairs 
for the Middlesex-Central Postal District (ZIP Codes 
(14 to 019) offered some advice on proper packaging. 
“The Postal Service constantly works to minimize 
the occurrences of damaged parcels,” she said. “How- 
ever, a great deal depends on proper packaging by the 
mailer. Most parcels are now processed by automated 
machinery; therefore, it is essential that parcels be ade- 
quately wrapped, cushioned and enclosed in sturdy 
containers 
“Proper packaging allows articles to withstand the 
shaking and tumbling that occurs during mechanical 
processing and transportation,” she said 
Packaging tips she offered include 
* Select a box that is strong enough to protect the 
contents. Leave space for cushioning inside the carton. 
* Cushion package contents with shredded or rolled 
newspaper, bubble wrap or Styrofoam peanuts 
* Carefully ptick glass and fragile hollow items, like 
vases, with newspaper or packaging material to avoid 
Jamage due to shock. When mailing framed pho- 
ographs, take the glass out of the frame und wrap sep- 
iratel\ 
* Remove batteries from toys. Wrap and place them 
next to the toys in the mailing box 
¢ Make sure the only addres 
mailing are the delivery and return addresses 
* Include the address information on an index card,

Holiday tips on preparing packages

Some folks just love to wrap 
up their holiday presents, giving 
them their own flare with glit- 
tery paper and curling ribbons. 
But even they cringe at the 
thought of placing their wrapped 
treasures into proper packaging 
that will assure that the oh-so- 
fragile contents will arrive safe- 
ly at a destination thousands of 
miles away. 

Assuming that everyone, 
Martha Stewart aside, still has 
shopping to do, it is now time to 
finish up those purchases that 
need to travel miles to make it 
under someone’s tree or into a 
holiday present pile. Ken Huang 
of Mail Boxes Etc. in Andover 
recommends sending overseas 
packages no later than Dec. 9. 
Huang says, packages go 
through customs and that could 
hold up delivery. If using UPS 
or Fed EX, packages can be sent 
up to a week before the holiday, 
but it is more costly. For West 
Coast packages Huang recom- 
mends sending gifts about a 
week and half before the holi- 
day. Mail Boxes Etc., as well as 
other area mail and packaging 
services, sell all the needed sup- 
plies for present packaging and 
forms to ship via UPS, Federal 
Express or US Postal Service. 

Huang also recommends

added insurance if the contents 
are worth more than the stan- 
dard $100 coverage offered by 
most carriers. 

Before a person arrives at the 
post office or mailing service, 
they should make sure they can 
send what they have packaged. 

UPS advises that the follow- 
ing items are prohibited for 
sending to other countries: 

« Alcoholic beverages 

« Animal products (non- 
domesticated) 

« Articles of unusual value 

+ Firearms 

+ Furs 

« Hazardous 
dangerous goods 

+ Live animals 

+ Perishables 

+ Personal effects 

+ Plants (including potpourri) 

* Pornography 

* Seeds 

« Tobacco 

+» Unaccompanied baggage 

Plus, some countries prohibit 
the shipment of additional 
items. To determine if one’s 
shipment meets the destination 
country’s guidelines, call the 
UPS International Service Cen- 
ter at 1-800-782-7892. 

UPS also offers guidelines 
for good packaging on its Web 
site at <www.ups.com>. 

These include: 

+ Use a rigid box with flaps 


materials/ 


intact. A new box is preferable. 
The more a box is used, the 
more it loses it original protec- 
tive qualities and may not ade- 
quately protect the shipment. 
Choose a box strength that is 
suitable for its contents. 

* Remove old address labels 
and delivery markings from the 
box if it is being reused. Also 
make sure it is rigid and in 
excellent condition with no 
punctures, tears, rips, or corner 
damage, and that all flaps are 
intact. 

+ Wrap items separately. 
Fragile articles need both suit- 
able separation from each other 
and clearance from the corners 
and sides of the box. Each item 
should be surrounded by at least 
two inches of cushioning and be 
placed at least two inches away 
from the walls of the box. 

* Use adequate cushioning 
material such as bubble pack; 
inflatable air bags (not accept- 
able for packages weighing 
more than 50 pounds or for 
products with sharp edges); 
expanded polystyrene “peanuts” 
(not for packages over 50 
pounds); foam-in-place, a foam 
that expands and forms a protec- 
tive mold around contents; cor- 
rugated liners and inserts; or 
tightly crumpled craft paper. 

- Use strong tape designed 
for shipping. Pressure-sensitive 
plastic or nylon-reinforced tape 
is recommended over masking 
tape, cellophane tape, duct tape, 
string, or paper over-wrap. 

« Use a single address label 
that has a clear, complete deliv- 
er and return address. Not sure 
of the zip code?

* Born on Christmas Day, life 
will be a happy and healthy. 

* Keep the yule log burning 
all night. If it goes out, expect 
bad luck. 

+ Eat plenty of pies on Christ- 
mas. It is believed to bring good 
luck. 

+ From candy canes to bright- 
ly decorated gingerbread houses 
to Santa Claus on every street 
corner, the holiday season 
brings some wonderful things. 
However, it also ushers in: many 
time-consuming tasks cooking 
the holiday meal, picking out 
the Christmas tree, and especial- 
ly, buying the perfect gifts for

day cards to faraway friends and 
family members. 

Ever wondered about the ori- 
gin of exchanging gifts and 
cards? According to Dossey, by 
the 12th century, the practice of 
giving gifts had become com- 
mon on Christmas, as well as on 
New Years Day. 

“It was believed to have 
come from the scriptural 
account, in Matthew 2:11, of the 
Three Magi who offered gold, 
frankincense, and myrrh to the 
Christ Child,” says Dossey. 

The origin of sending Christ- 
mas cards, he says, began in 
England. 

“Edna Barth in Holly, Rein- 
deer. and Colored Lights: The 
Story of Christmas Symbols, 
says that in England, schoolboys 
away from home sent C hristmas 
letters to their parents.” 


The letters were printed on 
paper that had Bible scenes on 
it, written in their best penman- 
ship. In the hopes of receiving 
money and gifts, they would tell 
their parents of their progress at 
school. 

It was in 1839, after the intro- 
duction of the penny post in 
England, that the true Christmas 
card tradition of sending cards 
to loved ones developed. 

“One thousand copies of the 
card designed for Sir Henry 
Cole were sold. Usually regard- 
ed as the first of its kind, it was 
made by J.C. Horsley, a member 
of the Royal Academy,” writes- 
Dossey. 

In spite of its success, the 
custom did not become wide- 
spread in America until after the 
English royal family began 
sending cards.

(ARA) - The holidays are 
coming and many of us have 
plans for entertaining. Whether 
it’s a buffet for a large group or a 
family party, when we are cook- 
ing for people we care about, we 
want to present the perfect meal 
and to keep them safe. But all 
too often cooking and serving 
food for groups can result in 
unintended gastrointestinal con- 
sequences. So, when planning to 
entertain, plan food safety into 
meal preparation. 

By following some basic 
food safety precautions while 
storing, preparing and serving 
food, can ensure that guests will 
be well fed and protected at the 
same time. 

Food Safety experts at the 
US Department of Agriculture 
caution that party buffets can 
pose a special hazard. Foods 
served in this way are often left 
out for long periods of time, 
making them susceptible to 
harmful bacteria. Unlike 
microorganisms that can cause 
food to spoil, bacteria cannot be 
smelled or tasted. Poultry, espe- 
cially turkey, and ground beef 
are two popular meats to serve 
at gatherings, but they are also 
very likely to carry bacteria such 
as salmonella and E-coli that 
cause foodborne illnesses. 

The USDA offers the follow- 
ing guidelines for preventing the 
spread of bacteria through food: 

¢ Always wash hands before 
and after handling food. All 


With a little preperation food can be kept safe from unhealthy 


bacteria. 


kitchen utensils and dishes 
should be kept clean and washed 
with soap, not just rinsed, when 
you switch from one food to 
another during the preparation 
process. Food should be serv ed 
on clean plates that have not 
been used for raw meat. 

* Cook food thoroughly to 
safe temperatures. Good meat 
thermometers (designed for 
each kind of meat) are ‘essential. 

¢ For testing the holiday 
turkey, which should be cooked 
to 180 degrees for a whole bird, 
use a programmable digital ther- 
mometer. It has a probe that you 
place in the roast and a monitor

The probe and 
monitor are attached by a long 
ovenproof cord. So, you can 
monitor your meat temperature 
without ever opening the oven. 

* Roast beef, veal and lamb 
should be cooked to at least 145 
degrees for medium rare done- 
ness. 

* For ground beef, should be 
cooked to 160 degrees. 

* Use shallow containers to 
store food in the refrigerator or 
freezer. This ensures that when it 
is heated it will cool rapidly and 
evenly. Hot foods should be 
reheated to 165 degrees, and 
should be served on several small 
platters rather than on one plat- 
ter. The rest of the hot food 
should be kept in the oven at 200 

) 250 degrees or in the refriger- 
ator until serving time. This will 
ensure that foods will be held at a 
safe temperature for the longest 
time possible. When buffet plat- 
ters become empty, replace them 
rather than adding fresh food to a 
dish that has been sitting out. 
Food may have become contam- 
inated from being at room tem- 
perature too long, and from con- 
tact with people’s hands. 

* Keep track of the buffet 
table: Don’t allow foods to sit at 
room temperature for more than 
two hours. 

* Keep hot foods hot and cold 
foods cold. Hot foods should be 
held at 140 degrees or warmer. 
Chafing dishes, slow cookers 
and warming trays will do the 
trick. Cold foods, which should 
be at 40 degrees or colder, can 
be kept in bowls of ice, or 
should be replaced often.
